End of era 
for Santa’s 
helpers

Starry-eyed children writing letters to the jolly 
man at the North Pole this holiday season likely 
won’t get a response from Santa Claus or his 
helpers. 

The U.S. Postal Service is dropping a popu- 
lar national program begun in 1954 in the small 
Alaska town of North Pole, where volunteers 
open and respond to thousands of letters 
addressed to Santa each year. Replies come 
with North Pole postmarks. 

Last year, a postal worker in Maryland rec- 
ognized an Operation Santa volunteer there 
as a registered sex offender. The postal worker 
interceded before the individual could answer a 
child’s letter, but the Postal Service viewed the 
episode as a big enough scare to tighten rules in 
such programs nationwide. 

People in North Pole are incensed by the 
change, likening the Postal Service to the Grinch 
trying to steal Christmas. The letter program 
is a revered holiday tradition in North Pole, 
where light posts are curved and striped like 
candy canes and streets have names such as Kris 
Kringle Drive and Santa Claus Lane. Volunteers 
in the letter program even sign the response let- 
ters as Santa’s elves and helpers. 

North Pole Mayor Doug Isaacson agreed 
caution is necessary to protect children. But 
he’s outraged North Pole’s program should be 
affected by a sex offender’s actions on the East 
Coast— and he thinks it’s wrong that locals just 
learned of the change. 

“It’s Grinchlike that the Postal Service never 
informed all the little elves before the fact,” he 
said. “They’ve been working on this for how 
long?”

U.S. Secretary of State Hillary Clinton lauded the newly 
sworn-in Afghan president for outlining a plan to crack 
down on corruption in his inaugural speech Thursday, 
but warned that Washington and the international 
community would hold him to his promises. 

Clinton was in the capital, Kabul, to attend the sec- 
ond inauguration of President Hamid Karzai, who has 
been under stiff pressure to eliminate the graft that is 
deeply rooted in his government. The U.S. and its allies 
have threatened to link military and financial support 
to progress on reform. 

“What we are looking for in the second term of 
President Karzai is an effective government that 
respects the rights of the people of Afghanistan, 
delivers services to them, responds in a transparent 


and accountable way to the concerns of the people,” 
Clinton said at a news conference at the heavily forti- 
fied U.S. Embassy compound. 

Asked how that is possible when two of his vice presi- 
dents —Mohammed Qasim Eahim and Karim Khalili— 
are ex-warlords, Clinton replied: ‘Anyone in the gov- 
ernment should agree with that kind of approach that 
President Karzai outlined today And we expect that 
the government he is putting together will abide by the 
direction his inaugural speech set.” 

She went on to praise Karzai’s pledge to enact a law 
making it mandatory for senior government officials to 
identify the sources of their assets and to declare their 
properties in a transparent way He vowed to end the 
“culture of impunity” and prosecute people involved in 
spreading corruption and abusing public property

Hundreds turn out to 
bury 21-year-old soldier 
killed in Ft. Hood attack

Dozens of American flags lined the outside a 
Chicago funeral home where a 2i-year-old soldier 
killed at Fort Hood was remembered Thursday as 
an optimistic person who loved to dance and who 
had dedicated her life to service. 

Hundreds of mourners filled a parlor at 
Montclair Lucania Funeral Home to pay their 
respects to Pvt. Francheska Velez, who was slain 
in the Nov 5 attack at the Texas military post. 

Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan has been charged with 13 
counts of murder in the shooting spree. 

Many at the memorial service wore T-shirts 
with up-close portraits of a smiling Velez, who 
had recently returned from deployment in Iraq 
because she was pregnant. Friends and family have 
said the 2006 Kelvyn Park High School graduate 
had been excited about starting a family 

“There’s a hole in our hearts. We’ve lost some- 
one very, very special,” Gov Pat Quinn told the 
crowd, speaking with a Spanish translator. “We 
thank Francheska for her defense of our democ- 
racy We will never forget her sacrifice.” 

Velez, whose nickname was Cheka and favorite 
color was yellow, lay in her Army uniform in an 
open casket draped with an American flag. Tellow 
flower arrangements and photo collages filled the 
room. The caption on one picture read, “Cheka, 
you will be missed.” 

Military spokesman Maj. Gen. Scott West said 
Velez’s fellow soldiers described her as “happy, 
upbeat and inspiring.” 

“Like her biological family, her military fam- 
ily shares in your sorrows,” he told the assembled 
mourners. 

Dozens of motorcyclists— members of the 
Patriot Guard Riders— led the funeral procession 
to Mount Olive Cemetery, where Velez was buried 
with military honors. Mourners, many clutching 
yellow roses, wailed as a military musician played 
taps on a bugle. An Army honor guard fired a 
21-gun salute. 

Another Illinois soldier, 22-year-old Pfc. Michael 
Pearson of Bolingbrook, also died in the Fort

O’Hare, 
Midway 
dodge worst 
of delays

A problem Thursday 
morning with the FAA 
system that handles 
flight plans caused 
widespread cancel- 
lations and delays 
nationwide. Minimal 
delays at O’Hare and 
Midway airports from 
the glitch ended in the afternoon, but some airlines 
continued to experience delays related to weather 
on the East Coast, according to city officials. 

The system malfunctioned about 6 a.m. and 
was back running by 9 a.m., according to the EAA. 
Elights had returned to normal by about 3:30 p.m. 

The Chicago Aviation Department was advis- 
ing passengers traveling to the East Coast to check 
with their airlines, however, because weather in 
that part of the country was causing delays unre- 
lated to the computer problems. 

The system— called the National Airspace Data 
Interchange Network— electronically processes 
flight plans. It appears to be the same system that 
failed in August last year. 

EAA spokesman PaulTakemoto said the outage 
affected mostly flight plans but also traffic man- 
agement, such as ground stops and ground delays, 
Airplane dispatchers had to send plans to control- 
lers, and controllers in turn entered them into com- 
puters manually, he said. 

The technical difficulties did not affect air traffic 
control systems, according to EAA spokeswoman 
Kathleen Bergen. Controllers had “radio coverage 
and communications with planes,” she said. 

Hartsfield-Jackson Atlanta International 
Airport, the world’s busiest airport, was particu- 
larly affected. 

AirTran had canceled 22 flights and dozens more 
flights were delayed as of 7 a.m. Central time. Delta 
Air Lines also was affected. 

Only minor delays were reported at New York 
City area airports, according to the Port Authority 
of New Y)rk and New Jersey 

Elight plans are collected by the EAA for traffic 
nationwide at two centers— one in the Salt Lake 
City area and the other in the Atlanta area, Berger 
said. Last year, a software malfunction delayed 
hundreds of flights around the country

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CTA aets 
go-ahead 
on funds

The Regional Transportation Authority gave its 
approval Thursday to Gov Pat Quinn’s plan to bor- 
row $i66 million to avert a CTA fare increase. 

The vote by the RTA board was unanimous, 
although it was clear some directors were uncom- 
fortable with the plan. 

Under an agreement with transit officials Quinn 
announced last week, the RTA will issue bonds to 
provide the CTA with $83 million in cash over the 
next two years. 

The bond proceeds will allow the CTA to use 
federal capital funds for its day-to-day operations. 
The plan will help the financially troubled agency 
offset a $300 million budget shortfall in 2010. 

The state will cover about $15.3 million of debt 
service for the two years. 

Afterward, the CTAwill pay debt service of $10 
million a year if it can, or the state may continue 
to pay 

The CTA originally was set to raise regular bus 
fare by 25 cents, to $2.50, on February i. Express 
bus and all rail fares would have jumped to $3 from 
$2.25. And most unlimited-ride passes were slated 
to get more expensive, including a hike in the 30- 
day pass to $110 from $86. Those fare increases are 
being averted by the state deal. 

Despite the deal, service cuts and more than 
1,100 layoffs remain a possibility 


Busted with $2.6M in 
pot on Southwest Side

Authorities seized more than $2.6 million worth of 
marijuana that was being transported from Texas 
to Chicago’s Southwest Side. 

On Tuesday, members of the Chicago Police 
Department’s High Intensity Drug Trafficking 
Areas-Package Interdiction Team, working with 
the U.S. Postal Inspection Service and Illinois State 
Police, learned of suspicious freight arriving on the 
Southwest Side, then intercepted the shipment. 

Police said the shipment had an “overpowering” 
smell of marijuana, and the shipment could only be 
moved with a forklift. Inside the container, police 
said, officers found nine cardboard boxes, each 
containing quantities of marijuana. 

Just under 400 pounds of “high-grade Sinsemilla 
marijuana” was recovered from inside the contain- 
er, police said. They said the total street value of 
the drugs is $2,633,744.00. 

Police were continuing with the investigation.

PancakeCroc, really?

Crocodiles may have a nasty, nightmarish 
reputation among most people, but the 
leathery, snappish critters have been around 
so long that they probably gave most dino- 
saurs a fright too. 

On Thursday University of Chicago pale- 
ontologist Paul Sereno and his colleague at 
McGill University in Montreal, Hans Larsson, 
unveiled fossils of five ancient crocodile spe- 


cies that lived with and, in some cases, hunted 
down and ate up dinosaurs that roamed what 
is now Africa’s Sahara Desert. 

The eponymous nicknames Sereno 
assigned to each of the five fossil species 
pretty much tells the stories of the ecological 
niches each occupied: BoarCroc, Rat Croc, 
DuckCroc, DogCroc and PancakeCroc. 

The first four, while spending time in 
water, also were very adept land animals that 


could get all four legs under their bodies and 
extend them to their full length— unusual by 
today’s croc standards. That allowed them to 
“stand tall” and gallop across the landscape, 
chasing down prey or running pell-mell to 
escape their own predators. 

PancakeCroc, 20 feet long, got its name 
not because it favored flapjacks but because 
of a bizarre, 3 -foot-long, pancake-flat head 
and snout.

Green alleys: 
Chicago gets 
friendlier 

Environmental materials, designs help reduce 
waste, save energy in 98 areas throughout city

Going green is right up Chicago’s alley 

Ninety-eight Chicago alleys have been deemed green alleys because they incorporate 
specific environmentally friendly materials or design, such as a permeable pavement, recycled 
materials or light-colored concrete, according to data provided to RedEye by the Chicago 
Department of Transportation last week. 

The city started its green alley pilot program in 2006 to improve stormwater drainage, reduce 
heat, promote recycling and conserve energy in alleys. The program began with five alleys, and 
about 30 to 45 of the city’s thousands of alleys have become green each year since, transpor- 
tation spokesman Brian Steele said. But don’t expect all 1,900 miles of Chicago alleys to go 
green— these environmentally friendly alleys require specific soil conditions. 

Many of the green alleys are concentrated in neighborhoods near Lake Michigan, such as 
Uptown, Lincoln Park and the East Side, because the soil closer to the lake has a higher sand 
content than further inland. Sandier soils are more conducive to drainage, Steele said. 
Drainage is a key element in the three main types of green alleys: 

» Alleys that use permeable pavements. These pavements— made of concrete, 
asphalt or pavers — allow rainwater to filter through into the ground to help recharge 
the underground water table and decrease stormwater runoff 

» Alleys that use recycled paving materials, which help reduce waste. 

» Alleys that use a light-colored concrete that soaks up less sunlight and radi- 
ates less heat. 

Typically, a green alley begins when there’s a drainage problem with an 
existing alley, Steele said. An alderman will ask the transportation depart- 
ment if the alley can be rebuilt with sustainable materials.

Army Corps of Engineers 
blamed for Katrina floods 


B NEWORLEANSAfederal judge ruledWednesday 
that the Army Corps of Engineers’ failure 
to properly maintain a navigation channel led to 
massive flooding following Hurricane Katrina, a 
decision that could make the federal government 
vulnerable to billions of dollars in claims. 

U.S. District Judge Stanwood Duval sided 
with six residents and one business who 
argued the Army Corps’ shoddy oversight of 
the Mississippi River- Gulf Outlet led to the 
flooding of New Orleans’ Lower 9 th Ward and 
neighboring St. Bernard Parish. He said, how- 
ever, the corps couldn’t be held liable for the 
flooding of eastern New Orleans, where two 


of the plaintiffs lived. 

Duval awarded the plaintiffs $720,000, but the 
government could eventually be forced to pay 
much more in damages. The ruling should give 
more than 100,000 other individuals, businesses 
and government entities a better shot at claiming 
billions of dollars in damages. 

The ruling is also emotionally resonant for 
south Louisiana. Many in New Orleans have 
argued that the flooding in the aftermath of 
Katrina, which struck the region Aug. 29, 2005, 
was a manmade disaster caused by the Army 
Corps’ failure to maintain the levee system pro- 
tecting the city

BEARS FIND BIG 
SUCCESS IN SHORT 
PASSING GAME

Instead of continuing to beat their helmets 
against eight-man fronts, the Bears are com- 
ing to a realization: They don’t have to run 
the ball. At least not so much. 

They can throw short passes instead. 

Using the short passing game as a run sub- 
stitute has been productive in their last two 
games, and the Bears are sure to continue 
down this road as long as they continue to 
get the same looks from defensive fronts. 

“When the run is struggling like that, 
there are some things you can do with 
screens, some quick passes, some longhand- 
offs,” Bears quarterback Jay Cutler said. “Just 
get the ball out of your hands quickly to help 
out the offensive linemen.” 

Using the short passing game also has been 
away to derive value from Matt Forte. While 
the running back has averaged a disappoint- 
ing 3.4 yards per rush, he has averaged a very 


respectable 10 yards per reception. 

He also has six catches of 20 yards or more 
—best in the NFL among running backs. 

Even though only 20 percent of Forte’s 
touches have been catches, 44 percent of 
his yards have come on completions. The 
only running back in the NFL with more 
receiving yards than Forte is Ray Rice of 
the Ravens. Because of Forte’s contributions 
in the passing game, he ranks ninth in the 
league among running backs in total yards 
from scrimmage. 

“I will contribute wherever I have to, 
whether it’s blocking, catching or running,” 
Forte said. “With the receiving game, you 
have to catch it, then run it, so it’s still run- 
ning. I take pride in being able to do both.” 

The Bears have had particular success 
with Forte on screen passes recently 

“When you get the ball in the hands of the 


wide receivers and the backs (on screens), it’s 
kind of like a running play” Bears offensive 
coordinator Ron Turner said. 

The Bears run the screen very well in part 
because center Olin Kreutz and right guard 
Roberto Garza are very adept at getting out 
to the second level and picking off lineback- 
ers and lurking safeties. 

Turner estimates that about half of Forte’s 
38 receptions have been called passes to him, 
and the other half have been checkdowns. 

Often times, an excessive amount of 
checkdowns indicate that the passing game 
isn’t clicking the way it should. But Turner 
said he does not mind the amount of check- 
downs the Bears have had. 

“If teams are playing zone, checkdowns 
can get you yardage in a hurry,” he said. “It’s 
not a bad thing. We’ve told Jay to not hesi- 
tate to do that.”

White Sox Chairman Jerry Reinsdorf gave Tom 
Ricketts a little advice during a recent lunch outing, 
telling his North Side counterpart how to run a major- 
league team in a baseball-mad town like Chicago, 
Reinsdorf declined to say exactly what he told the 
new Cubs chairman, though handling the Chicago 
media was on the agenda, 

“I did tell him what Jerome (Holtzman) taught 
me,” Reinsdorf said, referring to the late Hall of 
Fame baseball writer for the Tribune and Sun-Times, 
“I did do that. But I didn’t tell him anything pro- 
found, He’s a smart guy” 

What Holtzman taught Reinsdorf was the impor- 
tance of saying nothing. In a story Reinsdorf delights 
in telling, Holtzman told him early on that he was 
too accessible and talked too much, 

Ricketts apparently took Reinsdorf ’s advice, say- 
ing little Thursday in a brief interview session after 
his first owners’ meeting at the O’Hare Hilton, 
There was no news from the Cubs’ boss on the 
team’s pursuit of a new spring training site or its 
request to host the 2014 All-Star Game, Ricketts did

Oprah slated to announce the end 
of her Chicago-based talk show

O, no she didn't. O, yes she did, “The Oprah Winfrey Show,” an 
iconic broadcast that grew from a Chicago talk show into the foun- 
dation of a multibOlion dollar media empire, will end its run in 2011 
after 25 seasons on the air, Wnfre/s production company confirmed 
Thursday night, 

“The sun will set on the Oprah show as its 25th season draws to 
a close on Sept, 9, 2011,” Tim Bennett, the president of Winfrey's 
production company, Harpo, said in a letter to her 214 local TV sta- 
tions Thursday evening, according to The New Tbrk Times, Winfrey 
also planned to announce the final date for her show during a live 
broadcast Friday, the company said, 

A Harpo spokeswoman declined to comment on Wnfre/s future 
plans except to say that “The Oprah Winfrey Show” will not be 
transferred to cable TV, 

Winfrey is widely expected to start up a new talk show on OWN : 
The Oprah Winfrey Network, a much-delayed joint venture with 
Discovery Communications Inc, that is expected to debut in 2011, 
OWN is to replace the Discovery Health Channel and will debut 
in some 70 million homes, 

CBS Television Distribution, which distributes “The Oprah 
Winfrey Show” to more than 200 markets blanketing the U,S,, held 
out hope that it could continue doing business with Winfrey, per- 
haps producing a new show out of its studios in L,A, 

Winfrey's 24th season opened earlier this year with a bang, as she 
drew more than 20,000 fans to Michigan Avenue for a block party 
with the Black Eyed Peas, 

She followed up with a series of blockbuster interviews— Mike 
Tyson and Evander Holyfield, exclusives with singer Whitney 
Houston and ESPN's Erin Andrews, and just this week, former 
Alaska governor, GOP vice presidential candidate and best-sell- 
ing author Sarah Palin, She found time between shows to lobby the 


International Olympic Committee in Denmark for Chicago's failed 
bid to host the 2016 Olympics, 

The loss of “Oprah” would be a blow to CBS because it earns a 
percentage of hefty licensing fees from stations that use it. 

As the news spread in Chicago, locals debated what the talk 
queen's absence will mean, 

Elizabeth Dollmeyer also can't imagine the city without Oprah 
and hopes to attend a taping before she closes up shop, 

“Em kind of sad ,„ but I'm sure she won't retire from everything,” 
Dollmeyer said, “She's probably going on to bigger things,” 
Souvenir-store worker Andre Dobbs was skeptical that Oprah's 
departure meant anything negative for the city or that her possible 
absence would deter tourists. 

Said Dobbs: “I don't think Chicago is going to lose any money. It's 
a beautiful city whether she's here or not,” 

Winfrey started her broadcasting career as a teenager in Nashville, 
Tenn,, reading the news at WVOL, In 1984, she relocated to Chicago 
to host WLS-TV's morning talk show ‘A,M. Chicago”— the show 
became “The Oprah Wnfrey Show” one year later. She set up Harpo 
the following year and her talk show went into syndication, 

“I came from nothing,” Winfrey wrote in the 1998 book “Journey 
to Beloved,” “No power. No money. Not even my thoughts were 
my own, I had no free will. No voice. Now, I have the freedom, 
power, and will to speak to millions every day— having come from 
nowhere,” tribune contributed

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Foster can’t shake ‘Messenger’

LOS ANGELES For the past few years, Ben Foster 
established himself in Hollywood with notewor- 
thy performances in “310 to Yuma,” ‘Alpha Dog” 
and “X-Men 3.” In his film opening Friday, “The 
Messenger,” he plays a conflicted soldier assigned 
to the Army’s Casualty Notification service. 
Foster talked about his new role, co-stars Woody 
Harrelson and Samantha Morton and how he’s 
having problems leaving his character behind 
during an exclusive interview with RedEye. 

Why did you want to be a part of this movie? 

There were many scripts floating around 
about this topic, but this one didn’t feel like 
it was pushing a political agenda. It showed 
the circumstances as they are— human beings 
as human beings dealing with the results of 
what’s happening currently 

What kind of research did you do? 

I spent a lot of time with the soldiers at Walter 
Reed Hospital, some time in the amputee ward. 
I would say the most rewarding experience for 
all of us— Woody the director and myself— was 
that we went down and met a young soldier 


who had been injured really badly Having that 
experience was so visceral. When we left Walter 
Reed, we felt we should rename my character, 
whose name was originally Derrick, to Will, 
which was {the injured soldier’s] name. 

Did you actually go out with the CNS? 

No. I don’t think the families would take very 
kindly to an actor showing up with a soldier. 
But we did have full support from the Army— 
which was remarkable— and had a colonel on 
set with us. 

What was the coolest part about acting with 
Woody? 

I guess just being a fan of his. He’s a tremen- 
dously brave and wonderful person. I love the 
guy to the bone. 

Samantha Morton’s character gets the bad news 
about her husband from you, then your charac- 
ters enter into this conflicted love affair. What did 
you enjoy about playing opposite her? 

She is one of the finest actors. I have such tre- 
mendous respect for her. It was amazing. She’s 
very easy to fall in love with. Everyone fell in 
love with her. 


What do you hope audiences take away from 
“The Messenger?” 

It’s a tough sell but in the end there are upbeat 
moments— it’s a hopeful film. It shows that 
we can work through the worst moments in 
life and still be able to laugh, still make friends 
and fall in love. If people can leave this film 
and realize that life is worth celebrating, that 
would be great. 

Has this film changed the way you view the mili- 
tary? 

Oh, absolutely The depth of empathy, 
compassion and respect— regardless of 
political views— for our soldiers ... We’ve 
really got to take better care of them when 
they come back. 

Was it kind of hard to shake Will at the end of the 
day? 

I don’t think I quite have, to be honest. 

We were just at Hunter Airfield with the 
soldiers and just thanking them. It’s still very 
present. We shot more than a year ago and 
I’ve had jobs in between, but this one isn’t 
going away quietly

Career ‘high* for Cage 


The Philadelphia Inquirer 

Nicolas Cage received his marching orders 
for “Bad Lieutenant: Port of Call New 
Orleans” several years ago in a phone call 
from the filmmaker, Werner Herzog. 

“He was talking about ‘the bliss of evil,’ and 
‘letting the pig loose,’ and all this crazy stuff,” 
Cage recalls of an early conversation, long 
before the star and his director— plus cast 
members Eva Mendes and Val Kilmer, and 
the crew— descended on the Crescent City to 
shoot the over-the-top rogue-cop drama. 

“I never really saw my character as a pig,” 
Cage adds, deadpan, “but then Werner said 
it came from some sort of Bavarian mythol- 
ogy, that it was a Bavarian catchphrase— to 
‘let the pig loose.’ So that was a direction 
that he would give, but I never really took it. 

“I just came in doing what I had to do, 
and thankfully, he let me do it. I knew where 
I wanted to go with the part, what levels I 
wanted to express myself at, and he had the 
guts to let me go there.” 

What Cage does in “Bad Lieutenant” is his 
best work in years: As Terence McDonagh, a 
New Orleans cop strung out on prescription 
painkillers and cocaine. Cage walks around 
with a look of glazed pain, his gun tucked 
sloppily in his pants. If he’s not letting the 
pig loose, he’s certainly loosened something. 

“There were some real exalted moments 


of just diving in and going for complete 
abandon,” he concedes, citing two scenes in 
particular: First, a drug-den fracas in which 
Cage’s character yells, “Shoot him again! His 
soul is still dancing!” to a dealer about a rival 
dealer who was clearly just blown to smith- 
ereens. 

Blown to smithereens, but then Herzog’s 
camera swings back to the dead guy, and 
there he is, breakdancing on the marble 
floor. 

In a scene in the Big Easy retirement 
home. Cage’s gun-swinging cop threatens 
a sweet old lady and her elderly caregiver, 
reprimanding them for, well, being alive and 
running up huge health-care costs. At one 
point, the bad lieutenant yanks the oxygen 
hose straight from the senior citizen’s nose. 

“That scene I knew would be funny and 
awful all at the same time,” Cage says. “That 
scene, it was like, ‘OK, this is really disrup- 
tion at its worst.’ ” 

As for his “shoot him again!” freakout. 
Cage drew his inspiration from a psychedelic 
moment a few of his friends had shared. 

“I knew some folks ... that had all done 
drugs, and they all had the same hallucina- 
tion at the same time, involving a football 
player with antlers. And I thought that was 
a hilariously bizarre hallucination for three 
people to have.”
